There  were  two  battles  of  the 
Somme- 1018  and  191P  and  it  was 
my  good  luck  to  be  In  on  both  of 
them.  The  earlier  engagement 
marked  the  initial  appearance  of 
tanks— funny -looking  little  to, 
but  It  was  the  second  show  which 
produced  the  memorable  thrills 

The  Somme  was  on  the  British 
front,  but  the  Americans  had  con- 
tingents there.  There  was.  for  in- 
stance. the  tattle  st  Hamel  That 
was  the  first  Anglo-American  attack 


of  Wipers  la  Pa**chendaele, 
one  of  the  blocdlrst  battles  of  the 
whole  war  was  fought. 

There  on  November  8.  1917.  the 
Canadians  captured  the  ridge  on 
which  this  place  stood.  They  achieved 
this  after  a long  and  terrible  con- 
flict waged  In  mud,  which  was  so 
bad  at  times  it  took  stretcher-bear- 
ers half  an  hour  to  go  100  yards 
with  a wounded  man.  it  was  one  of 
the  greatest  exhibitions  of  courage, 
fortitude  and  skill  seen  in  the  war. 

We  could  kerp  right  on  hitting 
possible  battle  spots  until  we  got 
to  the  Rhine.  There  might  be  Lille, 
for  Instance.  When  the  Germans 
rvucuated  llmt  big  city  they  turned 
loose  upon  the  streets  6,000  women 
who  were  infected  with  venereal 
dlsea.se  with  the  Idea  that  they 
would  spread  U among  the  British 
forces,  but  the  British  outsmarted 
them  by  making  a quick  roundup.

The  soiled  gar- 
ment is  included  in  the  regular  laundry  or  dry  cleaning  and  sent  to  New  Method,  where 
specialists  make  a continuing  study  of  materials  and  the  methods  of  caring  for  them.  Since  the 
universal  adoption  of  synthetic  fibres,  dry  cleaning  has  become  an  interesting  scientific  process. 
Many  of  the  proven  antidotes,  such  as  ether  for  grass  stains,  oxalic  acid  for  ink  and  rust,  amyl 
acetate  for  paint  and  lacquer,  sodium  bisulphite  for  tea  and  coffee,  are  still  used;  but  added  to

— As  the  Battle 
for  France  movea  toward  Its  rllmax, 
Hltler'a  8S.  troopw  will  come  in- 
creasingly into  the  new.  These 
"conditioned  for  death  kids"  are 
the  only  German*  General  von 
Kluge  can  depend  on  to  carry  out 
literally  his  order  to  hold  their 
ground  until  they  die.  Amid  the 
crumbling  battlements  nf  Hitler’s 
European  fortress  they  stand  aa  the 
last-ditch  defenders. 

Here  are  excerpts  from  a dossier 
this  corrr.vpondent  has  collected  on 
S.S.  troops. 

An  office-  of  a Canadian  Scottish 
regiment  was  speaking  of  a battle 
against  the  Taeltth  SB.  Division 
troops,  at  on*  of  the  hedgehogs  be- 
fore Caen  "We  were  clearing  out 
an  elaborate  trench  system.-*  hr 
•laid,  ‘after  se  had  overrun  the 
• hole  position.  At  ihe  blind  end  of 
a long  trench  about  a dozen  SB 
troops  were  holding  ou»  We  fired 
everything  we  had  at  them,  and  by 
the  time  we  closed  In  there  were 
onlv  three  of  them  left  alive  They 
had  uwd  the  bodies  of  their  com- 
rades a«  each  fell  to  build  a barri- 
cade. They  kept  firing  at  us  from 
behind  thia  pile  of  human  flesti. 
The  three  finally  surrendered  but  It 
was  some  time  before  we  could  gat 
to  them  so  tightly  had  they  wedged 
the  bodies  In  the  narrow  trench  " 

This  is  the  evidence  of  a French 
civilian  living  in  Caen.  "The  occu- 
pation Germans  acre  decent  fel- 
low* '*  he  said  "but  the  8S  are 
devils  They*  arrived  in  Caen  on 
June  7.  I remember  11  well  because 
on  that  day  two  of  these  young 
brutes  swaggered  into  mv  house. 
They  did  not  say  a word.  They  went 
into  my  dining-room  and  amashed 
every  plate  In  the  cabinet.  Then 
they  tore  down  all  the  window  cur- 
tains in  the  room  and  strode  out  of 
the  house  Not  s word  passed  be- 
tween them  The  whole  episode  wan 
grotesque  I think  these  boys  are 
madmen” 

In  a prisoner-of-war  cage  this 
morning  1 spoke  to  a young  8 S. 
trooper.  He  was  eighteen  years  old. 
had  been  In  the  Hitler  youth  move- 
ment since  1938  when  the  Sudeten- 
land  came  Into  the  Reich.  I asked 
him  what  was  hh  religion 

*T  was  a Catholic  until  six  months 
uto."  he  said,  “now  I am  nothing. 
A good  BB  eoldler  does  not  belong 
lo  any  religion.  It  Is  a sign  of 
weakncM  and  superstition.” 

I asked  him  why  he  allowed  him- 
self to  be  taken  prisoner. 

“It  was  an  accident. ’•  oe  replied 
"Your  soldiers  got  me  too  rast  I 
could  not  reach  my  grenades  Other- 
wise I would  have  died  In  my  trench 
and  1 would  have  b»>en  happier  than
